VALUATION OF RAILROADS. 


Representatives and Commissioners 


Confer as to Methods to Pursue. 
Washington, May 28.—A public con- 


ference betv/ecn -repiesentatives of 
the railroads and the members of liie 
division of valuation of the interstate 
commerce commission with a vlww to 
reacning an understanding as to what 
method shall he applied in valuing 
railroad property in the United States, 
was besun neve. The division of val- 
i atlon, of which former Commissioner 
Charles A. Prouty Is the director, is 
proceeding under the authority of an 
act of congress and already/baa made 
a survey of a number of railroad prop- 
erties throughout the country. 
The 


present proceeding was inaugurated 
by the division fdr tlie purpose of ob- 
taining information from the railways 
and state commissions that have been 
engaged in valuation work 


AR a genprnl proportion state com- 


missions that have pia<-ed a value on 
railroad property based such assess- 
ments upon present conditions wilh 
out regard to expenditures of rail 
vajs in the past, hi their representa- 
tions to the division, railway man- 
agers have suggested that in valuing 
transportation property, consideration 
should be ghen every transaction in 
the history of a given line, taking into 
consider^ tion cumulative costs. 
The 


fhision is taking testimony on both 
sides o. the question, but has so far 
given no intimation as to its probable 
conclusion. 


Present at the conference was Mr. 


Pronty, who presided, and other offi- 
cials who are working on the problem 
of valuation under his direction. Tim 
railways were represented by George 
£. Patterson of ihe Pennsylvania sys- 
tem and ny Thomas W. Hulme, gen- 
eral secretary of the conference of 
lElhvay presides la.

throughout the vMnutry were repre- 
sented by Comndt/sioucrs Mullio of 


New York. McLeocl of Massachusetts

son of Minnesota. 


The state commissioners were pres- 


ent primarily for the purpose of at- 
tempting to persuade the divlsioa to 
adopt n method of valuation that
